CURRENT BRITISH AND FRENCH PRACTICE INVOLVING SUBMISSION 
OF REGULAR MOVEMENT ORDERS COVERING COMMANDING OFFICER 
TOGETHER WITH SOME FORM OF NOMINAL ROLL PERSONNEL TRAVELING 
UNDER HIS AUTHORITY. SEPARATE SIMPLIFIED VEHICLE MANIFEST

DATE OF JOURNEY).. FRENCH HAVE SUGGESTED SLIGHTLY MORE 
COMPLICATED VARIANT WHICH THEY THINK MIGHT HAVE ADDITIONAL 
OPTICAL APPEAL. THIS WOULD IN EFFECT AMOUNT TO ISSUING 
SEPARATE MOVEMENT ORDER FOR VEHICLE ITSELF, BUT DOCUMENT 
WOULD CONTAIN LITTLE MORE THAN VEHICLE MANIFEST OTHER THAN 
THAT VEHICLE ORDERED PROCEED FROM ONE POINT TO ANOTHER. 
INDIVIDUAL IDENTITY DOCUMENTS WOULD NOT REPEAT NOT BE SUBMITTED 
WITH FOREGOING DOCUMENTATION. BRITISH AND FRENCH WOULD 
BE PREPARED ACCEPT, AND IN FACT WOULD WELCOME PROCEDURE OF 
THIS KIND, IT WOULD REPRESENT IMPROVEMENT OVER THEIR PRESENT 
PRACTICE OF SUBMITTING IDENTITY DOCUMENTS. 

(C) IF SOVIETS, IN ADDITION TO (B) ABOVE, CONTINUE TO INSIST 
ON SUBMISSION OF INDIVIDUAL IDENTITY DOCUMENTS, FINAL ALLIED 
POSITION MIGHT BE TO AGREE TO THIS ON CLEAR UNDERSTANDING THAT 
SOVIETS WILL NOT ATTEMPT TO MATCH IDENTITY DOCUMENTS AGAINST 
INDIVIDUALS. SINCE THEIR PRESENT PRACTICE INCLUDES SUBMISSION 
OF IDENTITY DOCUMENTS, FRENCH AND BRITISH OBVIOUSLY PREPARED 
ACCEPT PROCEDURE WHICH WOULD ALSO SETTLE OUTSTANDING PROBLEM 
OF DOCUMENTATION OF TRUCK, CARGO. THEY WOULD PREFER THAT 
POLITICAL ADVISERS GO TO NEXT MEETING WITH MARKUSHIN AUTHORIZED 
TO AGREE TO THIS POSSIBILITY IF NECESSARY. IF AMERICAN
